The two great pillars siippporting the octagon, and betwixt which the procession ascends 
the steps leading to the choir, are encircled by pulpits of bronze and silver, begun by 
the direction of San Carlo Borromeo, and completed by the Cardinal Frederick. These 
are covered with basso-relievos by Andrew Pellizone, and rest on colossal caryatides, 
representing the symbols of the four evangelists and the four doctors of the Church— 
St. Gregory, St. Jerome, St. Ambrose, and St. Augustine, modelled by Brambilla, and 
cast by Busca.

Ramsay dedicated his celebrated pastoral, and presented the IMS. to this lady. In the de¬ 
dication he says, “ J beg leave to put my pastoral under your Ladyship’s protection. 
If my patroness says the shepherds speak as they ought, and that there are several na¬ 
tural flowers that beautify the rural wild, I shall have good reasou to think myself safe 
from the awkward censure of some pretending judges that condemn before examina¬ 
tion.” The public voice, for more than a century, has fully confirmed the favourable 
opinion of the Countess, whose accomplishments and taste are characterised by Ros¬ 
well in his Journal. He visited her in 1773 in company with Dr Johnson.—“ She had 
the admiration of the gay circles of life, and the patroness of poets. Dr Johnson was 
delighted with his reception here.” She lived seven years after this visit, dying in 
1780, at the great age of 91, having survived the Earl upwards of 50 years. The other 
characters introduced are the Earl (at that time aged Gl), a younger sister of the 
Countess, daughter of Sir Archibald Kennedy of Culzean, and Hamilton of Bangour, 
then a young man of 21, beginning to be noticed as a poet, and patronised by the 
Countess.
